Explains Boston and Maine Deal, 

Mr. Morgan's statement was his first direct 
reply to Mr. Mellen's testimony, which he 
examined, he said, from a stenographic re- 
port. The statement read: 

„My father was born in New England, and 
he believed in the New Haven railroad. He 
recognized, as others have recognized, that 
with the shifting of the center of population 
in this country and the changing economic 
conditions, the commereial position of New 
England was threatened, and that a cifange 
in this commercial position would, unless an 
effort were made to counteract it, result in 
an unfavorable effect upon New England's 
leading railnoad.

Couple Fail to Return. 

Late at night the two households became 
alarmed when neither of the young people 
returned.

Martin White, the town marshal, was 
called and the alarm was sent on to the Chi- 
cago police. Sunday morning came and 
there was no word of either of the missing.

Late in the afternoon some boys came into 
the town with a story that they had seen 
Barr a mile south of the village, but this 
report could not be substantiated. 

Yesterday morning the disappearance had 
grown into a village sensation. The schools 
were closed for the day and all the pupils 
turned out to beat over the flelds and woods. 

Carl Selig, a grocery delivery man, was 
driving in Orchard street on the south side 
of the village, about 5 o'clock, when some- 
thing behind a bunch of bushes and tangle- 
wood at Lyman street caught hie eve. He 
climbed off the wagon and pushed through 
the Wr to investigate. 


Discovers Girl's Body. 

‘In a small open place half concealed by 
the. bushes Selig came upon a girl's body. 
The face was covered with her coat and her 
hands were folded across her breast. He 
gingerly pulled off the coat and recognized 
the girl as Florence Bentley. 

Selig gave the alarm and the body was re- 
moved to Davis' nenn rooms in the 
village. 

The ground near the death spot was close- 
ly examined without discovery of any trace 
of a struggle. Ten feet away from the body 
a boy picked up an empty two ounce bottle. 
It showed no trace of its contents and it 
bore no label. 


Bruised Splotches on Face. 

At the undertaking rooms a preliminary 
examination of the body disclosed a bruisec 
splotch on the girl’s neck, another on the 
right temple, and a third on the chin. The 
inside of her mouth was discolored and 
geared, as though she might have taken 
earbolic acid. There was no odor to indi- 
cate any chemical. 

Last night Sheriff Kuhn and Coroner Hopt 
of DuPage county went to Downers Grove 
and assumed personal charge of the case.

Mystery Added to Mystery . 

The discovery of the girl's body was at- 
tended by circumstances which added to the 
mystery of her death. She was last seen 
Saturday night when she stepped out of her 
gister’s home. The spot where her body 
was found was overrun by children at play 
Sunday morning and afternoon, and state- 
ments of the children make it appear cer- 
tain the body was not put there until after 
that time. The condition of the body in- 
dicated the girl had been dead for many 
hours, possibly since Saturday night.

ONDON, May 25.—The home rule bill 
Provides for am Irish senate of forty 
members and an Irish house of com- 
mons of 164 members. Forty-two, 

members will be sent by Ireland tothe 
house of commons of the United Kingdom. 

The Irish parliament may not legislate on 
peace nor war, on any naval or military 
matter, on foreign relations or trade with 
places out of Ireland, coinage or legal tender, 
or postal services, and May not give pre- 
ference or privilege on account of religious 
belief. 

Temporary restrictions are placed on legis- 
lation concerning land purchase, old age 
Pensions, national insurance, labor ex- 
changes, the royal Irish constabulary, postal, 
and other savings banks and friendly so- 
cleties. 

The executive power remains vested in 


the king and his representative, the lord 
lieutenant. 


_ 

While the supreme power of the imperial 
parliament remains unaffected, the new 
Irish parliament is given the power to make 
laws for the peace and order and good gov- 
ernment of the country. The house of com- 
mons is given special rights in tax matters. 

The bill specifically exempts the following 
matters from the authority of the Irish 
parliament: , 

The crown, or its succession. 

The making of peace or war. 

The navy, the army, or the defense of the 
realm. 

Treaties or foreign relations. 

Dignities or titles. 

Treason, alienage, or naturalization. 

Trade with any place out of Ireland, -ex- 
cept as it affects the powers of taxation 
of parliament. 

Postal services and rates. 

Coinage, legal tender, weights; and meas- 
ures. 

Trade marks, copyrights, and patents. 

Customs duties unless already levied by 
imperial act.

The rate of the income tax may not be 
varied. 

Establishment, prohibition, or free ex- 
cercise, or privilege of any religion. 

If a resolution is passed by both houses of 
the Irish parliament, the following reserved 
services may be transferred to Ireland after 
six years: 

All public services connected with the old 
age pensions act. 

Services connected with the national in- 
surance act. 

Services connected with the 
changes act. 

Services connected with postoffice savings 
banks, trustee savings banks, and friendly 
societies.

For the purposes of the financial provisions 
of the act there shall be established a joint 
exchequer board, composed of representa- 
tives of Irish and imperial treasuries. 

The judicial system of Ireland is not 


changed materially. Upon the retirement 


or death of a judge, the place shall be filled 
by the lord lleutenant. The appeal from 
courts in Ireland to the house of lords is 
abolished.’ Appeals will be made to the king 
in council and to the judicial committe of 
the privy council.

The Rt. Hon. James Lowther, the speaker, 
took an early opportunity of applying 
balm to the sores left by the violent inci- 
dents of Thursday last. He frankly ad- 
mitted that he should not have used the 
expression he did when he asked Andrew 
Bonar Law, leader of the opposition, whether 
he approved of the disorderly demonstra- 
tion by the Unionist members. 

The speaker appealed to the premier to give 
the house some information regarding the 
bill to be introduced after the passage of 
the Irish bome rule bill for the amencment 
of that measure so as to meet some of the 
objections of the people of Ulster.

Peasants Robbed of Belongings. 

Traveling through the country round- 
about Tampico, I have seen hundreds of 
peasants, their wives and children, literally 
starving, and nothing can be done for them. 
Many of them have been beaten or wounded 
by rebel and Federal soldiers and their lead- 
ers. Federals in leaving Tampico took from 
these peasants their last food of all sorts, 
driving away and killing their cows, horses, 
and stock, and in many instances took with 
them the wives and daughters of the men 
they had robbed of al! else. 

Directly after the battle I saw wounded 
Federal soldiers everywhere praying for 
death, begging that they be shot and not let 
suffer. 

One poor man, wearing the insignia of a 
junior officer, was shot through both legs 
and the stomach end lay in the middle of the 
street under the hot sun. He piteously 
begged for water with poison in it. but a 
heartless rebel soldier only mocked at and 
kicked him. 


Water Costs $1 a Drink. 

Real war prices prevail here It is impos- 
sible to eat a meal for less than ten dollars. 
Fever is so prevalent that the only water 
that is safe to drink is that coming in bottles, 
and it costs a dollar a drink. Eggs gell at 
fifty cents each gold, and everything else is 
correspondingly high when it can be bought, 
and many times it is not to be found. 

There are twenty cases of smallpox at the 
isolated lazaretto and there is great danger 
of the spread of this disease. Typhoid fever 
is becoming very noticeble, despite the efforts 
at sanitation the rebels have been making. 


LONDON MAGISTRATE WARNS

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FORCED INTO TASK 


Given to Understand They 
Had to Accept; Feared 
They Would Lose Lives. 


HARD TO FIND DICTATOR. 


First Instructions Received on 
Highway, Second While He 
Was Drowning Sorrows. 


New York, May 25.—[Special.]—From ab- 
solutely reliable sources in Mexico details 
of the strange fashion in which Gen. Huerta 
appointed and sent the three envoys who 
represent him at the Mexican conference in 
Niagara Falls have been received. 

Dr. Augustin Rodziguez, Sefior Luis Guer~ 

and Sefior Emilio Rabasa are three of the 
best lawyers in Mexico. They belong to the 
conservative classes, although Dr. Rodrigues 
has never had any political affiliation nor 
held any political post. 


Forced to Accept Posts. 

They were chosen by the minister of for- 
eign affairs and at first refused to accept 
the mission, but later were made to un- 
derstand they had to. They then started 
out to find Huerta to receive their instruc- 
tions. 

They first went to the national palace 
with no success. They then proceeded to 
the Alcazar de Chapultepec, then to three 
different bars, but nowhere was the presi- 
dent to be found. Finally they set out for 
the Country club, about two and a half miles 
out of the city, and on their way they met 
Huerta coming into town. 

For more than an hour Huerta talked to 
them while they stood beside his automo- 
bile, and gave them general instructions 
to do what they thought best, promising 
that more specific directions would be given 
to them with their credentials the next day. 


Find Huerta Drowning Sorrows. 

Huerta never kept his appointment and as 
it was necessary to start without delay they 
went in search of him. They found him in 
the café restaurant of Chapultepec, where he 
was trying to drown his sorrows in gay com- 
pany ina private room. It was there that he 
received his envoys to their deep chagrin 
and mortification. 

So the envoys left with plenary powers, 
but with no instructions, except to do what 
they thought best, Huerta reserving to him- 
self the right to do what he pleased. 

They realized that if they refused to go on 
their mission their lives would be forfeited.

GARBAGE PUZZLE? 


Persons Who Want Valuable 
Grease Contract Threaten 
Trouble. 


SEEK FLAW IN CONTRACT. 


Reported They May Try and 
Foree City to Readver- 
tise for Bids. 


BY OSCAR E. HEWITT. ’ 
The garbage question may not be disposed 
of. City officials hope it has been, but some 


of them have a suspicion that perhaps it 


isn’t. Arumor was circulated yesterday that 
more trouble is being planned. A court at- 
tack will be made, it is said, if sufficient 
legal basis can be found. 

The municipal garbage reduction plant is 
scheduled to begin operation next Monday. 
This is the rehabilitated plant of the Chi- 
cago Reduction company at Thirty-ninth and 
Iron streets. The city will receive the gar- 
bage and dry it, leaving the grease init. For 
this product Harris Brothers of the Chicago 
House Wrecking company, signed a contract 
and bond yesterday. They agreed to pay 
$5.77 a ton. 


Considered Low Price. 

This is considered a low price, although the 
highest of the regular bids received. It is 
said that considerable money could be made 
out of this product if a higher price were 


| paid for it. If a legal flaw can be found in 


the contract it is rumored that a court at- 
tack will be made in the hope that the city 
will be forced to readvertise for bids. 

In that event it is a safe guess there will 
be more trouble with the garbage problem 
in the hot weather and difficulties will be 
more serious than last fell. 

Health Commissioner Young said yester- 
day that a lawyer, connected with a firm that 
represented a garbage bidder a year or more 
ago, has been examining the specifications, 
bond, and contract. In addition the com- 
missioner has heard various rumors of ef- 
forts to induce a readvertisement for bids. 

That the prize for which an effort is being 
made is large, undoubtedly is indicated 
by the following: Health Commissioner 
Young and Engineer Henry A. Allen believe 
they will have about 130 tons of “ tankage ” 
aday.

The unlet- 
tered man who meets life directly has more 
real culture than the diplomaed graduate 
who sees life through another man’s spec- 
tacles. Culture is the comprehension and 
mastery of experience, and information has 
value only as it assists to that noble end. 


PENROSISM AND REPUBLICANISM. 

The nomination of Boies Penrose by the 
Republican organization of Pennsylvania 
ig yet another proof that the Bourbons 
learn nothing. It was a piece of wisdom 
and foresight comparable, though on a dif- 
ferent scale of importance, with the defeat 
of Theodore Roosevelt at the Chicago con- 
vention. It has even leas excuse, because 
the result of that defeat is now not prophecy 
but experience. 

The nomination of Boies Penrose was not 
a vagary of the people. It was the delib- 
erate insolence and incurable folly of men 
so saturated in the cynicism of Pennsylvania 
professional politics that they are incapable 
of knowing what the feeling of the Ameri- 
can people is toward them and their kind. 
They certainly are careless of the effect of 
raiging Penrose up as a Republican leader 
in the leading Republican state (leading in 
the mere weight of majorities in the past), 
and they hope to win by the dishonored 
methods of the past, with the aid of some 
reaction against the Democrats, the out- 
growth of business recession and unemploy- 
ment. , 

The defeat of Penrose is a duty, first of 
all of the rank and file of the Republican 
party in Pennsylvania. The decent leader- 
ship of the party should be quick to realize 
this and to rally real Republicanism to the 
support of Gifford Pinchot. For compass- 
ing the defeat of Penrose the best class of 
Democrats also should throw their full 
strength to Pinchot, for in this fight against 
the calloused veteran of the worst forces 
in national politics party labels are nothing 
end patriotism rises far above partisan- 
ship. 

If Boles Penrose goes to the senate as 
the Republican senator from a great Repub- 
lican domain it will be more than a spadeful 
of dirt on the grave of the Republican 
party. 


SUCCESSFUL AMERICANS. 

The very capable men in the United 
States today, asserts a writer in the Popular 
Science Monthly, have, with only few excep- 
tions, come of the old American stock, from 
the Anglo-Saxon element which has been in 
this country since before the beginning of 
the nineteenth century. The writer supports 
his contention with a study of names in 
„Who's Who” and of the successful people 
in even those cities having a large foreign 
population. He concludes from this that the 
stocks “that have come into America in 
recent years since 1830 have been very in- 
ferior to those already here in the seven- 
teenth and eighteenth centuries.” 

Whether the statement of the writer to 
the effect that the very capable men in 
America are all of Anglo-Saxpp figin is en- 
tirely true or not, his reflection othe immi- 
grant stock that came into this country 
since 1830 is not only unwarranted but is 
unscientific. He judges the Anglo-Saxon 
stock of the seventeenth and eighteenth cen- 
tury by their offspring in the nineteenth 
and twentieth centuries. In other words, 
he judges the immigrant fathers of two cen- 
turies back by their American children of 
today. Why not extend the same grace to 
the immigrants of the nineteenth century 
and withhold judgment as to their worth or 
worthlessness until, say, a hundred years 
hence, when they shall have American 
great-grandchildren to be judged by? 

The truth is, much that is being paraded 
as scientific writing nowadays is entirely 
out of touch with the scientific spirit, which 

is always just and always accords fair play.

DYSENTERY. _ 

ORTH of Mason and Dixon’s line 

diarrhceas and dysenteries in grown 

people are of noconsequence. There 

is tubercular dlarrhœa, but aside 

from the later stages of consumption 

there are not many cases of this. There are 

diarrhceas due to indigestion, but these are 

usually temporary and of little consequence. 

There are a few cases of amebic dysentery, 

but this disease shows no disposition to 
spread in colder climates. 

In the southern states the story is differ- 
ent. With an army invading Mexico the 
story is very different. When our army 
marched in by Brownsville, or its vicinity, 
sixty-odd years ago, thousands of the men 
were laid low by dysentery. Every army 
that has invaded through Vera Oruz and 
Tampico [invading Mexico all down through 
history, has been a favorite frolic among 
nations] has picked up a great deal of dysen- 
— in crossing the forty miles of hot low- 

ds. 


—~o- 

These dysenteries have been of two types. 
One, perhaps the less important, is due to 
a small animal parasite called an ameba. 
Amebic dysentery is mildly contagious, not 
in the same sense as smallpox and measles, 
but nevertheless contagious. It not only de- 
stroys life through the disease in the bowels 
but it causes abscess of the liver. 

There are two excellent reasons for writ- 
ing on this subject. One is that a cure is 
about perfected, and the fact is not generally 
known. The other is that dysentery can be 
prevented. The present army of invasion 
should reach Mexico City without paying 
toll to dysentery. 


— 

The cure consists in the use of emetine. 
It is used hypodermically, by the mouth and 
by injection. For a generation ipecac has 
been in some use in this disease. Emetine ig 
made from ipecac. The emetine treatment, 
then, is the scientific study of the experience 
of forty years plus the scientific study of 
the drug. It is even of service in abscess 
of the liver. 

Prevention consists in cleanliness and 
cooking. Fruits can be eaten raw if wash- 
ing and cleaning has been thorough. At that 
the heavy-rind fruits, such as bananas, 
Oranges, and grapefruit, are better than 
apples, pears, peaches, and plums. Water 
should be heated, except that it be certain 
that it contains noamebe. The soldier in the 
field should eat no uncooked vegetables. He 
never can be certain they are safe. He had 
better stick to canned milk.

H. J, writes: My right limb is in very 
bad condition—had a milk leg several years 
ago, and now it is all swollen up in hard 
lumps and pains me. I have to do my work 
for boarders with my knet in a chair. Is 
there danger of getting a bad sore?” 

REPLY. 

I judge you have varicose veins. You would 
probably be benefited by an elastic stocking, or 
maybe the dilated, distorted veins should be re- 
moved. Varicose ulcers occasionally result. This 
is a troublesome condition.

L. B. C. writes: To one annoyed with 
a sort of stomach trouble which is probably 
gastritis, what measures would be helpful? 

Is it better to omit medicine almost en- 
tirely? 

Is it a good plan to drink several glasses 
of water before breakfast? 

“Is drinking water at bedtime just as 
beneficial as taking it before breakfast? 

‘ Is hot water beneficial in troubles of this 
ind? 

Does drinking coffee or tea moderately 
make any difference? 

Have no nausea, but a slight pain much 
of the time.“ 


REPLY. 


Ordinary cases of stomach trouble yteld to simple 
treatment. The first essential is te diminish the 
amount of food materially, say one-half. The sec- 
ond to overcome constipation. The third te get 
one’s mind away from his digestion and also away 
from an other unpleasant subject. One glass of 
water before breakfast is an excellent plan. Drink- 
ing water at bedtime is not to take the place of 
drinking it in the morning. Drinking warm water 
is proper if one cares for it. 

In some cases the stomach has trouble with coffee 
and tea. Try your stomach by omitting them for 
awhile. 

Finally. I note the statement at the bottom of 
your letter that you have a slight pain much of the 
time. Perhaps you have something more than or- 
dinary stomach trouble. Have your physician in- 
vestigate.

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LA MARQUISE 


DE FONTENOY. 


OR a royal princess—and a duchess at 

that—to have her death pointedly ig- 

nored by the various reigning houses of 

the world and by the courts of Europe 

and to be mourned only by Socialists, 

who were the only persons to attend her fu- 

neral and to lay floral emblems on her coffin, 

is something so unprecedented as to deserve 
at any rate passing mention. 

The lady in question, who has just passed 
away at Breslau, was Princess and Duchess 
Pauline of Wurtemberg, daughter of the late 
Duke Eugene of Wurtemberg, who, had he 
survived, would have been next in succession 
to the throne of the present king of the coun- 
try. 

Duke Eugene cared little for his only son 
and namesake, or for his wife, but was deep- 
ly attached to his only daughter, Duchess 
Pauline, who nursed him throughout his ill- 
ness with the utmost devotion. In this way 
she was brought into contact with Dr. Mel- 
chior Willim, a young physician who had 
been called in by the leading medical author- 
ities to remain in constant attendance on the 
moribund duke. 


~o 

Duchess Pauline and the doctor fell in love 
with each other. Her father, of course, knew 
nothing about the matter. After the duke’s 
death they determined to wed, but found all 
sorts of obstacles in the way of their union. 

In fact, it was not until five years later that 
the duchess managed to effect an arrange- 
ment with the late King Charles of Wurtem- 
berg and her royal relatives whereby she was 
able to marry Dr. Willim. 

According to this agreement, she renounced 
her royal status, her titles and all her pre- 
rogatives as a duchess of Wurtemberg and 
as a princess of the reigning house, being 
created by the king a member of the lowest 
grade of nobility with the name of Von Kir- 
bach. It was as Fraulein von Kirbach that 
she married at Carlsruh, in Silesia, Dr. Wil- 
lim om May 1, 1880. 

In the course of his address the officiating 
clergyman remarked on the deep and unself - 
ish nature of an affection which could induce 
a royal princess to sacrifice the advantages 
of the highest rank and of luxury at - 
altar. 

To the amazement of all present, the ex- 
princess interrupted the pastor, declaring 
that she could not allow such a statement on 
his part to pass unchallenged. Turning from 
the altar to the congregation, she exclaimed 
in a loud tone of voice: 

“I wish to affirm, once ant for all time, 
that in marrying the man of my choice I am 
not conscious of having surrendered any- 
thing to which I attach the slightest impor- 
tance.”

After the wedding Dr. Willim settled down 
at Breslau, where he built up a considerable 
practice. 

Frau Willim never returned to Wurtem- 
berg, in deference to a promise which she had 
given to the late king at the time of the mar- 
riage, feeling that by reason of her near rela- 
tionship to the reigning family her presence 
in his dominions might prove awkward. 

Apparently she never regretted her choice 
and was perfectly contented and happy with 
her lot. 

Frau Willim never made any attempt to 
assert her royal birth, took pains to avoid 
royal visitors whenever they came to Bres- 
lau, and after becoming actively interested 
in the women’s rights movement developed 
into a full fledged Socialfst. 

She converted her husband, who died in 
1910, to Socialist doctrines, and bécame one 
of the most energetic spellbinders of the So- 
clalist party, frequently delivering Socialist 
speeches from platforms and even at out- 
door meetings and at street corners. 

It was because of her intimate connection 
with the Socialist party, and not on account 
of her ce, that she was let severely

minded Duchess Charlotte of Saxe-Meinin- 
gen, eldest sister of the kaiser, was com- 
pelled on this account to hold aloof from her 
during the many yeare that she spent at 
Breslau, when her husband, Duke Bernard 
of Saxe-Meiningen, was in commahd of the 
troops there.

In spite of her romantic marriage, there 
was nothing romantic in the appearance of 
the ex-princess, at any rate during the last 
twenty-five years of her life. She was not 
even good looking, while her lack of per- 
sonal attractions was emphasized by the pe- 
culiarities of her dress. 

She used to show a decided preference for 
blouses of a violent red character, which 
were naturally construed as a manifestation 
of her Socialist views; wore her gray hair 
cut quite short, masculine fashion; invari- 
ably affected a man’s hat, also somewhat 
abbreviated and badly cut cloth skirts of a 
dingy hue, and completed her tollet with 
those German high boots which in England 
are known as Wellingtons. 

In fact, her appearance was that ofa freak, 
and furnished no evidence whatsoever of the 
blueness of her blood, the illustrious and his- 
toric character of her ancestry, of her royal 
birth and education, nor of her exceedingly 
kind heart and great charity.

King George’s visit last week to the great 
military camp of Aldershot, with the queen, 
was in pursuance of an annual practice in- 
augurated by Edward VII. on his accession 
to the throne, nearly fourteen years ago. 

Its object is political, rather than military. 
King George, like his father, wishes to em- 
phasize the fact that as sovereign he is the 
head of the army—its commander in chief. 

When Queen Victoria came to the throne 
in 1837 the secretary of war was far from oc- 
cupying the important position or possessing 
the extensive powers which he now enjoys. 

As it was obviously impossible for so young 
a girl to fulfill the duties of commander in 
chief, the office was delegated first to Field 
Marshal Lord Hill, then to the great Duke of 
Wellington, and after that to her cousin, the 
royal Duke of Cambridge, who held it for 
nearly fifty years. 

Unfortunately, he was not progressive, but 
conservative in his ideas and obstructed re- 
forms to such an extent that the secretary of 
war, backed by parliament and public senti- 
ment, managed by degrees to usurp most of 
his authority. 

Indeed, the office of commander in chief 
was reduced to such a mere ornamental sine- 
cure that it was abolished just about the time 
of the accegsion to the throne of the late 
king. 


— 

Edward VII. was shrewd enough to realize 
that there would be difficulty about recover- 
ing the powers which had been usurped by 
the secretary of war and indirectly by par- 
ament. 

However, he insisted upon being consulted 
about everything relating to the army; that 
every order should be given in his.name, as 
the supreme head of thé army, according. to 
the terms of the constitution. The name of 
the sovereign appears far more frequently 
today in connection with military matters 
than at any time during the sixty-odd years 
of Queen Victoria’s reign.

It shall be unlawful for any 
person, firm, or corporation, in conducting 
any building operations, between the hours 
of 10 o'clock in the evening and 4 o’clock in 
the morning, to operate or use any pile 
drivers, steam shovels, pnewmatic hammers, 
derricks, steam or electric hoists, or other 
apparatus the use of which is attended with 
loud or unusual noise, in any block in which 
more than half of the buildings on other side 
of the street are used exclusively for resi- 
dence purposes. 

Section 2. Any person, firm, or corporation 
violating any of the provisions of section 1 
hereof shall be find not less than $5 nor more 
than $100 for each offense, and each day’s 
violation of same shall be considered a sep- 
arate offense.

HOLDS “TAP LINE” 
COMMON CARRIER 
Supreme Court Decides Com- 


merce Board Rebate Edict 
Is an Error. 


LAWS ARE NOT VIOLATED. 


Rules Owners of Titanic Are Lia- 
ble for Damages Only on 
Value of Salvage. 


Washington, D. C., May 25.—Another at- 
tempt of the government to separate the 
ownership of railroads from industrial con- 
cerns met with failure today when the Su- 
preme court held that tap line rail- 
Ways, serving lumber camps in the south- 
west, owned by the same interests, were en- 
titled to share with the trunk lines in through 
rates. The interstate commerce commis- 
sion had held this division of the rate was 
in effect a rebate and ordered it discon- 
tinued. 

Justice Day, delivering the opinion for the 
entire court, said: 

“Congress has not made it illegal for 
roads thus owned (owned by the persons who 
also own the timber and mills which they 
principally serve) to operate in interstate 
commerce.“ 

He added that even the commodities clause, 
under which an unsuccessful attempt was 
made several years ago to divorce eastern 
railroads from the coal business, expressly 
excepted from its operations the lumber in- 
dustry. 

Not Opposed to State Laws. 

It was further pointed out that the com- 
mon ownership was not shown to be incon- 
sistent with the laws of the states in which 
the tap lines operate, and Justice Day said: 

“We think the commission exceeded its 
authority when it condemned these roads 
as a mere attempt to evade the law and to 
pecure rebates and preferences for them- 
selves.” 

In effect the court held that the tap lines 
were common carriers, as to both proprie- 
tary and nonproprietary business, and that 
the ownership did not change their char- 
acter when hauling commodities produced by 
@ company in common ownership. 

Board May Fix Allowance. 

The decision leaves to the commission the 
fixing of allowance based upon the char- 
acter of the service; that is, whether it 
is a switching, or a line-haul service. It 
can prevent a milling-in-transit privilege, 
‘which makes no charge for the haul of the 
logs, and may require a charge by the tap 
line for a log haul from forest to mill in ad- 
dition to the full lumber rate from mill 
to market. 

The comission has not taken up yet 
the questions involved in the Supreme court's 
decision, but in the near future the entire 
tap line case will be readjusted in con- 
formity with the opinion of the court. 
Decision Favors Titanic Owners, 

Because the ill fated Titanic struck an 
iceberg rather than another British ship 
the Supreme court today held that the 
owner, the Oceanic Steam Navigation com- 
pany, was entitled to have its liability for 
loss of life and property in suits brought in 
American courts limited in accordance wae 
American maritime law. 

This means that those who sue in Amer- 
'fcan courts will get virtually nothing, the 
law limiting liability to the salvage from 
the wreck, and the passenger and freight 
money: collected for the -voyage—about 
$91,000 in all. The total claims against the 
company have reached $13,000,000.

Bolt to Progressive Party Fear 
of Administration Leaders 
in Congress.

Washington, D. C., May 2%.—[Special.J—

Pope Bestows Red Hat on 
Number of Churchmen at 
Seeret Consistory. . 


LAUDS WORK FOR PEACE. 


Pontiff's Address Taken to Refer 
to Efforts of Wilson 
and Bryan. 


ROME, May 25.—Pope Pius today created 
thirteen new cardinals. His action was 
taken at a secret consistory. 

The ceremony today took place in the hall 
wr the consistory. All the cardinals living in 
Tome, numbering about twenty, the Ameri- 
can cardinals, and several from other places 
were present. 

Gradually the hall filled.and just before 
the appearance of Pius X. the cardinals 
gathered in three groups about the throne, 
the cardinal bishops, the cardinal priests, 
and the cardinal deacons. Behind them 
stood the patriarchs, archbishops, bishops, 
heads of orders, and high prelates. As the 
pope paused before ascending the throne all 
dent their knees until he blessed and greeted 
them. 

A long ceremony followed as each person 
present, in turn, knelt and kissed the papal 
ring. As the last returned to his place the 
ery of Extra omnes was heard, the sig- 
nal for those not taking part in the consistory 
to retire. 


Ceremony Opened ty Pope. 

Pius X. opened the proceedings by a pray- 
er, followed by a short allocution. The 
names of the new cardinals, archbishops, 
and bishops were then read aloud, the pope 
inquiring as each name was pronounced 
whether the cardinals agreed, to which they 
replied in the affirmative by raising their red 
caps. This was a pure formality, but the 
custom is a survival of old times when the 
secret consistory was held for the discussion 
of nominations, which often were rejected 
and others substituted. 

The new cardinals were then officially 
created and the pontiff turned to the precon- 
ization of the bishops and archbishops, al- 
ready appointed by brief. 

Among them were: Mgr. Henry, Althoff, 
nomirated bishop of Belleville, III.; Mgr. 
Edward Kozlowski, auxiliary bishop of Mil- 
waukee; the Rt. Rev. Michael J. Curley, 
bishop of St. Augustine: and the Rt. Rev. 
J. M. Koudelka, bishop of Superior, Wis. 

The pope appointed Cardinal Francis Bella 
Volpe to the office of chamberlain, in which 
position he will direct the affairs of the 
church dur.ng the conclave. 


Pope Praises Peace Efforts. 

The pope in the course of his allocution 
recalled the Constantinian jubilee when he 
said: 

The whole world seemed to lift up the 
cross of Christ as the sole source of peace 
and salvatlon for struggling humanity. Now 
especially men desire peace when class is 
against class, nation against nation, ans 
people against people, and war may break 
out as the result of rivalries daily becoming 
more bitter. 

Men of distinction and force are plan- 
ming for their nations and for humanity 
schemes for preventing the calamities of 
revolutions and the slaughter of war and 
for insuring the blessings of peace. 

Today the qu°sticn whether the state or 
civ.) society be at peace or in turbulence 
is in the hands of the people instead of those 
of the rulers. If the people’s minds be

Berlin Censors Seek Chicago's Advice. 


The police of Berlin censor moving pictures 
along lines similar to those followed by the 
Chicago moving picture censorship board, ac- 
cording to a letter received by Mayor Harri- 
son from the German city yesterday. The 
writer, Dr. Hellwig, court practitioner and as- 
sistant in the legal faculty of the University 
of Berlin, requests the mayor to furnish him 
with data relgtive to the Chicago censorship, 
as he is about to publish a book on the sub- 
ject of laws governing the exhibition of mov- 
ing pictures. 

A translation of the letter follows: 

“Some time ago you were so courteous as 
to send me a film which consisted of pasted 
parts of films that had been cut out by the 
censor. 

“At the presidency of the police this film 
was shown to me, and we maintained at that 
time that generally the viewpoints from which 
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your censor p are the same as those 
applied in Berlin. The film is still In pos 
session of the president of the police. Should 
you wish it, I can return the same at any time 
with the heartiest thanks for your great cour- . 
tesy. 5 

“ According to the accounts of the kinema to- 
graphic press, there have been efforts made in 
your city within the last few montbs to bring 
about a legal regulation of censorship for 


films, .’ 

“I should thank you very much if you would 
be so kind as to send me, as soon as possible, 
all new material concerning the censorship of 
films, the question of children being admitted, 
the censorship of advertisements, and similar 
cinematographic legal questions, for the reason 
that I am about to publish a book dealing with 
the respective laws about kinematographs. 

“Should you wish information upon any 
point, you may rely upon me without question. 

“At the same time I take pleasure in fur- 
nishing you with a thesis concerning the fun- 
damental principles of film censure.”

SON OF LOUIS KOSSUTH DIES; 
HUNGARY NATIONALIST CHIEF. 


Francis Succumbs After Long Illness 
at Budapest—Took Father’s Place 
Twenty Years Ago. 


BUDAPEST, May 25.—Francis Kossuth, 
son of the great Hungarian patriot, died here 
today, aged 73. He had been an invalid for 
many months, 

Immediately after Kossuth’s death his 
widow attempted to commit suicide by tek- 
ing poison. Her condition is considered seri- 
ous. 

In January last, during a crisis in his ill- 
ness, Kossuth was married on his sickbed 
to Countess Benyorsky, widow of his life- 
long friend. 

Such had been the wish of Count Benyor- 
sky, made on his deathbed, and Kossuth and 
the countess, who intended to marry in 
March, hastened the nuptials when Kos- 
suth’s illness took a turn for the worse. 

Francis Kossuth took his father’s place as 
leader of the Hungafians soon after Louis 
Kossuth died in 1804. Up to the time of 
his iliness Francis Kossuth led bis country- 
men in their political struggles with vigor 
and much success.

SEW BANKING ACT | 
AGAIN EXPLAINED | 


provision for Election of Re- 


serve Directors Is Inter- 
preted by Elliot. 


Ruling of Federal Organization 
Committee Tends to Remove 
Class Divisions. 


‘While it was apparently the plain intent ot 
the federal reserve act that each of the three 

in any one federal district should 
dect two candidates from each such group, 
the organization committee at Washington 
jp construing the law to permit group 3, for 
example, to elect a candidate classified in a 
diferent group. 

The law divides the banks into three 
gasses, embracing first the largest banks, 
gecond, the banks of medium size, and third, 
the smaller banks. Each may elect its own 
dass & and its class B director. There 
would have been no occasion for dividing the 
banks into three groups in this manner if 
u bad not been intended that each group 


op the board of directors. 


Views of Secretary Elliot. 
Secretary Elliot of the reserve bank or- 


week talking to bankers and the following 
ip his interpretation of the act: 

“It has been suggested by some press 
articles that the language of the statute 
does not justify the ruling of the committee 
that each group shall elect one class A and 
one class B director. It is difficult to under- 
stand, however, how any other conclusion 
can be reached when the statute referred to 
is considered. 

“In other words, if each bank is to nomi- 
nate one candidate for Class A and one 
candidate for Class B and each elector is 


one candidate for Class B, and if the can- 
didate having a majority of first choice 
yotes is to be declared elected, it is obvious 
thet if each elector votes on all of the 
nominees of all of the groups, when the 
ballots are counted there could only be two 
candidates declared elected, instead of six, 
as the act contemplates. 

“Manifestly, no three candidates of class 
A directorship could have the majority of 
the first choice votes and no three candidates 
could have the majority of first choice votes 
for Class B directorship. 


Plan in Accord with Law. 


“This conclusion is not only inevitable, ac- 
cording to the plain interpretation of the language 
used, but is in entire accord with the general pur- 
pose of the act. In other words, the act con- 
templates that the board of directors of each 
federal reserve bank shali be representative of 
the interests involved. 

That is to say, the class C directors are se- 
lected by the federal reserve board and are the 
representatives of the government. The class 
A directors are selected by the stockholding banks

Should Represent Each Group. 


“In order that the board may be distinctively 
representative body, the act goes further and 
provides that not only shall the board be repre- 
sentative of the stockholding banks but shall be 
representative of the three groups or classes of the 
stockholding banks. This does not mean that the 
representative of group 8, for example, shall be 
necessarily connected with a bank having a capi- 
talization of $60,000 or } but that the banks 
contained in this group s select their own rep- 
resentative. The candidate so selected may be 
drawn from any group, but must be elected by 
the group which places him in nomination.’’ 

According to this interpretation all three of the 
class A directors could be elected from group 1 
banks if each group should individually nominate 

candidates and then cast its vote for the 

This course would, however, leave groups 

2and 3 without any representation from their own 

class. Whereas, it is contended the law contem- 

plated that of the three class A directors one should 

represent the large banks, one the medium sized 
banks, and one the smali banks.

“ Hessian fly is wider distributed than usual, 
and in rather limited area has done more damage 
than in any year since 1900.“ says 8. W. Snow. 
In Missouri all counties along the Mississippi and 
Missouri rivers are seriousiy infected and in some 
northern districts the crop is destroyed. In Kansag 
north of the Kaw river and as far west as the 
eastern part of McPherson and Salina counties 
there is considerable damage already in spots, with 
occasional appearance in a few localities south of 
that river. Southeastern Nebraska is also in- 
fected, generally in a scattering way, while some 
is found in southern lowa. Western Illinois, south 
of Quincy, has a serious visitation, and there is 
material damage is some central and southern 
counties. Ohio and Indiana report very scattered 
attacks. Giving full consideration to the infected 
areas, it is evident that while the loss is locally 
heavy, especially in Missouri and Illinois, and 
fear is present in widely scattered localities, the 
aggregate loss is not great enough to destroy the 
prospect of a bumper winter wheat crop. Unless 
the situation develops much worse than now seems 
probable, the crop this year will be big enough to 
tax the distributing machinery of the country.“

Considerable opposition has developed to the 
proposed amendment to the rules providing for 
the delivery of grain in cars the last three days of 
the month, which will be voted upon today. Charles 
H. Gibson, a cash grain broker, issued a circular 
yesterday in opposition to the amendment. Mr. Gib- 
son claims that the effect of the rule would penalize 
the buyer instead of the seller on account of non- 
delivery. He asserts that the delay in getting the 
grain would be a serious detriment to the cash 
grain shippers in many cases, as it might be five 
to ten days before the grain would be switched 
to elevator. Mr. Gibson goes on to say: It is 
said the new rule is to help the shipper out. It by 
helping him you spoil the buyer’s market he will go 
to other markets, so that in the end the country 
shipper is not bemefited. Why not cay May contracte 
can be filled by June 5 or June 10? It would be 
more explicit and would be a contract. There are 
numerous other objections, but why put all the 
trouble and burden on the buyer to help out some 
short seller or some dilatory country shipper? This 
rule, if passed, is to apply on May contracts, would 
vitiate contracts already made, and would therefore 
be Illegal.
